FOUNDATION OF SAINT ALBERT, APRIL 1861 


Dear friends and benefactors, : 

As I begin my reminiscing on the foundations of 
this mission, which is to day an Episcopal City, 
please excuse me for speaking repeatedly of my- 
Self. For years Iwas apart ofthis work among the 
Metis, Those who helped me in this foundation 
know how many trials we met up with and the 
numberless obstacles we had to overcome, But, 
thanks to our common energy and the encourage= 
ments of Mgr, Tache, Saint Albert was founded 
and took root! 

After Mgr, Tache’s departure, in January, 1861, 
Fr, Remas, Father Caer who had joined us, and I, 
saw to the ministry among our Christians at Saint 
Ann and Saint Joachim, not counting ournumber- 
less visits to other groups, living onfishnear the 
lakes, or on the hunt in the forests, 

But, the fine spring weather came, The snow, 
eternal snow, which enveloped us during long 
months, gave sign of leaving us, Once more we 
were going to see good old mother earth as the 
Indians say, We made preparations for a new 
expedition to Jasper, Father Remas was to enjoy 
this, Father Caer was to go to the prairies as 
chaplain to the buffalo hunters, For four long 
months he was to follow the caravan, During this 
time he would pitch his chapel-tent anew each night 
in the vast desert, on the shores of some small 
lake, or on the banks of a small stream, where

Lac Sainte Anne all in starting the foundation of

He was later to shower onSaint Albert, God safe~ 
guarded me from much pride and selflove, which 
I wouldn’t likely have had the virtue to supress, 

On Monday we began our work, With Michel and 
two Metis I set out forthe forest, our vast spruce 
grove which covers the hillside across the river 
and lake, Once in the midst of these deep-rooted 
giants, I spoke to my companions: ‘‘My children, 


we are about to fell these beautiful trees which will

experiment in cattle raising in the West,

another man took over and carried on the same 
work, This set up madeit possible for us to seed a 
large field in a few days, At the same time the 
women who were as courageous as we, were busy 
preparing their garden plots in which they sawed 
cabbage, carrots, turnip, onions, etc, All in 
cooking our meals, A certain number of Metis 
joined us with thefr families, As Lord over this 
land, I divided the land and gave to each his share, 
all in keeping a few thousand acres on each side 
of the river,

Eastward Ho! That is the 
call of four men from New 
Westminster, B, C., who are 
planning to retrace Simon 
Fraser’s historic route, How- 
ever, the 1967 version will be 
done in reverse, The men 
hope to reach Eastern Canada 
by following as many water- 
ways as possible and will be 
passing down the North Sask= 
atchewan River, 

Mud season is upon us once 
more, We, though, have little 
to complain about, The 
people who came here first, 
the explorers and pioneers, 
really knew what mud was, 
To illustrate their hardships 
and perhaps with a wry sense 
of humour, a fort was named 
Quagmire House, It was built 
below Rocky Rapids by the 
North West Company, Also 
on the banks of the North 
Saskatchewan they built Boggy 
Hall, Mud has changed little 
in 100 years, 

The last big Indian Battle on 
the prairies was fought in 
1870, Because the Blackfoot 
Tribe of the Plains had been 
weakened by a smallpox epi-e 
demic their mortal enemies 


the Crees, thought it was an 
opportune time to attack, The 
Cree and Assiniboine tribes 
joined forces under Chiefs 
Big Bear, Piapot, Little 
Mountain and Little Pine, 
They led 800 warriors to the 
campgrounds on the banks of 
the Oldman River where the 
Bloods and Blackfoot tribes 
were, They attacked without 
realizing that a few miles 
away, near Fort Whoop-up, a 
band of South Peigan Indians 
were camping, The Peigans 
were refugees from an Indian 
battle in the United States and 
were well armed, They came 
to the aide of the Blackfeet, 
The Crees were chased tothe 
area that is now the City of 
Lethbridge and 200 of them 
were killed, The Blackfeet 
lost only 40 men, A year 
later these two great prairie 
nations signed a treaty, A 
plaque marking the last battle 
is to be seen in Indian Battle 
Park, Lethbridge, 

_ The name of Twelve-Foot 
Davis is almost legendary 
now, A reader called to sug- 
gest that the reason for his 
nickname would be an inter- 
esting story, Davis was a 
gold seeker who arrived at 


the Caribbo goldrush too late 
to stake aregular claim, How- 
ever, on studying maps he 
found that two adjoining 
claims staked near Barker- 
ville had over reached their 
regulation boundaries, He 
staked his claim between the 
two oversized lots, The width 
of his claim was twelve feet, 
People stopped laughing at 
him when he took $15,000 
worth of gold off his prop- 
erty, He later drifted into the 
Peace River Country where he 
became famous as a greatly 
respected pioneer and fur 
trader, His trading posts were 
Dunvegan, Fort Vermilion 
and Lesser Slave Lake, When 
he died in 1900 he was bur- 
ied in his favourite place 
overlooking Peace River 
Town, His grave is a land= 
mark and a point of interest 
for Peace River travellers,
